Church itself stands, the equivalent of about two square blocks in the heart 
of the financial d‘strict, and conservatively valued at another $15,000,000.

William TIT. made the original grant of land to the parish, supplementea 
nine years later by a further grant from Queen Anne.

his way to Oxford House, had not 
Partridge picked him up. His clothes 
were in taaters as a result of scram-~ 
bling through the thick brush. 

The youthful flier, who is a pilot 
for the Northern Aerial Mineral Ex- 
ploration Company, was lost on Aug- 
ust 24, when forced to land near 
Knee Lake owing to lack of fuel. He 
remained with his machine for two) 
days, hoping that his companions 
would be able to spot him from the 
air and come to his assistance. 

When aid did not arrive, Mews de- 
cided to set out for Oxford House, 
70 miles as the crow flies from the 
place where h@ landed. The bush, 
however, is very thick throughout 


the territory and the country is dot-} 


ted with lakes, making travel by foot 
extremely hard. It is estimated that 
he walked over a hundred miles in 
attempting to reach his goal, 

Meantime ‘planes were sent out to 
hunt for him and Indian trackers 
took up his trail, being guided by 
occasional foot-tracks and plucked 
berry bushes.

It is deemed highly 
fitting that the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany—the company of gentlemen ad- 
venturers trading into Hudson Bay— 
should have the honor of taking out 
the first Western Canada grain to be 
shipped via the Bay route. For more 
than two and one-half centuries 
since the establishment of the Hud- 
son’s Bay Company in 1670, the firm 
has been identified with trade devel- 
opment in Canada’s west. Remark- 
able too, is the fact that James 
Richardson and Sons, Ltd., establish- 
ed in 1857, stand in Canadian grain 
annals as the first exporters of 
Canadian grain some'70 years ago. 

The Hudson's Bay Company 
steamer “Ungava"” is to carry the 
prairie wheat overseas.

raw milk consumed by children.” 
“In Canada about five per cent of 
cattle tested react to tuberculosis.” 
“The younger the individual, the 
greater is the probability of the in- 
fection through the milk consumed, 
and the more likely is the case to be 
due to the bovine type.” 


In a group of 148 children studied 
the bovine typé of tuberculosis was 
found in 20 of them. Of the 128 
children who showed infection with 
the human type, most of them gave 
a history of living in contact with a 
case of pulmonary tuberculosis. In 
many of the bovine cases there was 
a history of the use of raw milk and, 
in most cases, the relationship to 
milk wag shown. 


The important and most instruc- 
tive practioal point is ‘that all of the 
children who had the bovine type of 
the disease came from places where 
the milk supply was no¢ pasteurised, 
The group gtudied inchided a num- 
ber of children living in the city of 
Toronto, and not one of these child- 
ren had the ‘bovine infection. The 
milk supply of Toronto has been 
pasteurized for a number of years. 


It ts hardly necessary to draw con- 
clusions. It is evident that, by pas- 
teurization, we can eliminate the 
bovine type of tuberculosis which is 
responsible for quite a percentage of 
tuberculosig among chikiren who use 
raw milk. Disablement, disfigure- 
ment, suffering, and sometimes death 
are the results of bovine tuberculosis 
in children. Pasteurized milk is 
safe and its use safeguards children 
trom many diseases, including bovine 
tuberculosis,

For instance, the United States 
appears nearly twice as large as 
Brazil, although in ‘reality it is 
smaller. North America is shown as 
about twice as large as South Amer- 
ica, though they are: approrimately 
equal in size. Greenland is shown as 
being larger than Australia, and yet 
Australia is more than three times 
as ‘large as Greenland! 

The trouble with the Mercator 
map is that it was designed as a 
chart for sailors rather than as an 
accurate picture of the world. 

As a result of five years’ work, ex- 
perts of the U.S, Department of 
Commerce have just completed a 
correctly-proportioned fiat map of 
true areas and distances. Every 
square inch on the new map stands 
for exactly the same number of 
square miles as any other square 
inch, Distances along the lines para- 
lelled to the equator are. accurate 
and true to scale. So also are dis- 
tances on each vertical meridian 
that éxtends through the centre.of a 
continent. There is some slight dis- 
tortion in distances elsewhere on the 
map, but it is vastly less than on 
the Mercator projection. 

Geographers who have examined 
the new map have predicted that it 
will take the place’of the old map 
for all thtings except navigation.

Twenty-five British immigrants 
who have béen in Canada a short 
time, have decided that they do not 
like the country, refuse work at good 
wages that is now offered to some 
of them and demand that they be 
sent back to England at the expense 
of the Canadian Government.

Complete Potency Of Radium As a 
Cure For Cancer Not 
Substantiated 


Warnings against undue optimism 
were sounded at the sixth annffhl 
meeting of the British Empire Can- 
cer Campaign, presided over by the 
Duke of York. Sir Thomas Horder, 
physician in ordinary to the Prince 
of Wales, and physician to St. Bar- 
tholomew's Hospital, in presenting 
the annual report, said that the 
launching of the National Radium 
Fund might create in the minds of 
many people an unfounded belief in 
the complete potency of radium as 
a cure for cancer. Such a_ belief 
might have very unfortunate results 
for the patient if carried into prac- 
tice in any case in which the growth 
was completely removable by oper 
ation. In the course of time radium 
might come to equal or even exceed 
operative measures in _ efficiency. 
At present, however, it was the 


, bounden duty of the doctor, in very 


many cases, in his patient's interest, 
to overrifle his antipathy to surgical 
measures. All the same, the number. 
of cases to which radium was applic- 
able and the number in which bril- 
liant results were achieved increased 
every year. But Sir Thomas added 
that it was open to considerable 
doubt whether many of the institu- 
tions that were advertising for 
money to purchase radium had upon 
their staffs men or women qualified 
to use it. It might even be necessary 
to employ some of the money collect- 
ed in providing for such training in 
the use of a powerful but dangerous 
-Toronto Mail and Empire.
